CAUTION — Plants  should  be  set  out  on  a  cloudy  day 
or  in  the  cool  of  evening  and  shaded  slightly  for  a  few 
hours.  Always  wash  the  soil  from  the  roots,  spread  out 
in  the  hole  and  water  thoroughly  to  settle  the  soil 
firmly  around  the  roots  in  their  new  location.  The  root 
system  should  be  at  least  six  inches  below  the  ground 
level.  The  hole  may  be  left  partly  unfilled  and  lower 
leaves  of  the  plant  can  be  plucked  off  in  order  to  set 
the  plant  deeply. 

We  have  customers  who  will  pay  the  same  price  for 
our  plants  as  they  would  for  roots,  because  they  know 
from  experience  .what  they  will  do  when  properly 
cared  for.
